official orders to cancel the call had 
been received by the local draft board 
up to a late hour today, notification 
of Crowder's decision was expecteti 
some time today. 
In canceling- the call for the en- 


trainment of tho 
draft 
increments 


early next month. General Crowder 
acted upon instructions from General 
March, chief of staff. 
Men were to 
have gone from 
every state in the 


union and each board had been as- 
signed a ciuota. -It now seems proba- 
ble that they 
will 
not be sent to 


camps until after the influenza epi- 
demic has been checked. 
During the twenty-four hoars end- 


ing- at noon on Thursday* C,138 new 
cases of influenza in army camps had 
been reported to the office of the sur- 
gean general of the army. 
One hun- 


dred 
and 
seventy deaths, resulting 


chiefly from pneumonia, following in- 
fluenza, and 723 new cases of pneu- 
monia also were reported. 
Two camps, -Kearny, Cal., and Eus- 


tis, Va., were 
added to the list of 


those where influenza has made its 
appearance, leaving only thirty camps 
free from,the disease. 
The total num- 


ber of cases of influenza in all camps 
was placed at 35,1-46, with 3.036 cases 
of pneumonia. One out of every four 
men at Camp Devens, Mass., has con- 
tracted influenza, it was announced, 
and 10 per cent of the cases have de- 
veloped into pneumonia. 
It was said at the office of the sur- 


geon general of tho army Thursday 
night that every possible precaution is 
being taken in all camps to check the 
spread of the disease, but despite all 
measures it is believed the disease will 
run its course and probably spread to 
still other camps.

made of wood or 


stone, but anything upon which the af- 
fections have been set. The order 
here is worthy of noting. It is not 
from idols to God, but to God from 
idols. 


Expecting Jesus. 


Evidently from their attitude, these 


early Christians believed that Jesus 
•was to return from heaven. The back- 
ground of their belief was the fact that 
God had raised his Son, ieven Jesus 
from the dead. To them the resurrec- 
tion . meant more than the continued 
existence of the personality of Jesus 
after his death; it meant Ms bodily 
resurrection, and coupled with this was 


I their belief in his bodily ascension into 
heaven. It is not difficult to see how 
with such a faith, it was easy for them 
to believe in the return to this earth 
of their risen and ascended Lord. 


Were they in their fntth mistaken? 


There is only one place for us to go 
to find out and that is to the Bible. 
Those who have tafcen the pains to 
count, tell us that there are in the 
New Testament alone, SIS references 
to the second coming of Christ. This 
shows the large place that this subject 
holds in these Scriptures, not to say 
anything about the reference to It in 
the Old Testament. 
. 


Not Death. 


But are we not to understand by 


these references to the second coming 
of Christ, the death df the believer? 
Many have .so. taught, but that such 
teaching is incorrect is evident, if we 
talce the passages in which these ref- 
erences occur and substitute the word 
death for the word or words which 


' refer to Christ, as, for example, in our 
text, which would then read, "to wait 
for death from heaven, even death 
whom he raised from the dead." This 
is so absurd that we see nt once thnt 
by the second coming of Christ is not 
meant the death of the believer. 


But does it not mean the coming of 


the J-Ioly Spirit? Tliif* teaching_ is far 
more plausible, for as some one has 
Bald, and his soyitve is true in a sense, 


• "the 
Holy Spirit is Christ's other self." 


| Yet it is "evident that we must not 
con- 


fuse the Lord Jesus Christ with the 
Holy Spirit. Jesus himself Is "careful 
i i n rrmlcing the distinction and speaks 
'of the Holy Spirit us "another com- 
i forter whom I will send unto you, 
even 


theN Spirit of truth." Clearly by this 
statement he does not mean himself 
any more than when he speaks of his 
own coming- he raeuns the Holy Spirit. 
Manifestly only by the most severe 
straining-of the Scriptures could the 
second coming of Christ he interpreted 
to mean the coining of the Holy Spirit. 
Try the same test used to prove that 
by the second coining of Christ death 
is not meant and substitute for the 
-word or words 'referring to the Holy 


i Spirit, word or words referring to 
Christ and the absurdity is just as ap- 
parent. As Tor example, in the passage 
quoted above; it is impossible, as you 
•Will see, to make this substitution and 
have any sense whatever left. Try it, 
and yon will be convinced that by the 
second coming of Christ is not meant 
the coming of the Holy Spirit. 


Not Destruction of Jerusalem. 


But may it not mean the destruction, 


of Jerusalem by Titus in A. D. TO? By 
no means, for in the Revelation, chap- 
ter 22, verse 20, is the last promise of 
our risen Lord given long after the de- 
st,riiction of Jerusalem to John, the 
aged, on the island of Patmos: "Sure- 
ly, I come quickly." And in response, 
the old apostle lifts his voice and 
cries, "Amen, even so, come Lord 
Jesus." This makes it very evident 
thnt by the second coming of Christ 
is not" meant the destruction of Jeru- 
salem. 


Well, what is meant? Just precisely 


what the Scriptures teach ; that Jesus 
Christ, the risen, ascended, glorified 
son of man is to return a second time 
to this earth. 
He himself 6O taught by direct word 


and by parable and so taught his dis- 
ciples, and so in expectation of his re- 
turn they waited. 


To try to make the second coming 


of Christ mean anything else than the 
literal personal return of the Lord 
Jesus Christ to this earth is to twist 
and pervert the Scriptures from their 
plain nnd sim^e meaning. 'JThls same 
Jesus,"''said the two men in white ap- 
parel at his ascension, "which is taken 
up from you into,heaven, shall so come 
in like manner as-ye have seen him go 
into heaven." 
„ 
"Amen. Bren so, come Lord Jesua.
